The  school  ami  grounds  occupy  fifteen  acres,  situated 
on  the  rising  ground  at  the  foot  of  Mount  Tolmie.  conimandiuK  a 
wide  view  of  the  City  of  N'ictoria.  the  Straits  and  the  Olympic 
Ran^e. 

THE  SCHOOL  HOUSE,  completed  in  kxx).  is  of  hrick  and 
t  vTete.  Jt  has  a  south  frontage  of  no  feet.  It  is  capable  of 
accommodating^   loo  hoarders. 

THE  WARDEN'S  HOUSE,  completed  in  191 1.  is  also  of 
hrick.  and  capable  of  accommodntinjT  60  boar<lers.  This  house  is 
intended  for  hoys  between  the  a^-.'s  of  ten  a.id  twelve  years  of  aRe. 

THE  CLASS  ROOM  BUILDING  contains  an  .\ssembly 
Hall  and  ei^ht  lar^e  class  rooms. 

THE  DINING  HALL  AND  KITCHEN  are  in  a  separate 
buildiiiR,  c   nnected  with  the  main  buildiuK  by  a  covered  way. 
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THE  GYMNASIUM,  iiuasuriiiK  loo  x  .?o  tt..  i^  luliy  iiiiiippid 
with  Kymnastic  appliaiucs.  Adjr.ini  .  tlii*  are  tlu-  lavatories  ami 
lockvr-rooni,  wliilt-  the  Tuck  Shop  and  Laundry  are  in  Mparatc 
parts  of  the  KConnds. 

There  is  steam  heat  ami  electrie   liulit  tlirouKlioiit 
WATER    is    supplied    from    the    city    system    and    there    i>    a 
secondary  Mipply  from  an  artesian   well  on  the  Krnund«. 

SICK-ROOM  ACCOMMODATION.  ISotli  houses  are  well 
e(|uippeil  witli  separate  and  specially  arranged  i|u;«rters  in  lase  of 
sickness,  ami  any  ordinary  epiiK mic  can  e.isily  he  handled. 

THE  PLAYING  FIELDS  c.nsist  of  alx.nt  ten  acres,  indnd- 
UiK  Foothall  ('.r(mn<ls,  a  ('.ravelled  Parade  ('.round  and  an  excellent 
Cricket   Oound. 

THE    CURRICULUM 

The  S.hool  Curriculum  is  >o  arranged  as  to  enahle  a  ptipil  to 
pass  McC.ill  and  Toronto  University  Matriculation  I'.xaminations 
or  the  Entrance  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Military  ColieKC. 
Kingston,  and  the  Royal  Xaval  College,  Halifax,  or  to  enter  liusi- 
ness  life. 

All  hoys  throughout  the  School  are  exi)ectcd  to  take  the 
regular  curriculum,  without  exception  of  any  kind,  hut  special 
arrangements  for  commercial  instruction  can  he  made  for  older 
hoys  wishing  to  entei   a  husiness  vocation. 

Music,   Advanced   Drawing  and   Manual   Training  are   extra.

STAMPS,  Etc.  Hoys  must  he  furnished  with  stamps  and 
writing  paper  for  home  letters. 
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ATHLETICS 

The  founders  of  the  Scliool  wish  to  enipliasize  the  value  of 
physical  culture  and  games  properly  directed,  not  imly  as  con- 
ducive to  hodily  vigor,  hut  also  as  contrihuting  in  no  small  degree 
to  the  development  of  hahits  of  self-restraint  and  self-reliance. 

Furthermore  the  founders  firmly  believe  in  tlie  truth  of  the 
School  Motto:    "Mens  sana  in  corpore  sano." 

GAMES  AND  SPORTS.  Rughy  Football.  Cricket  and 
Hockey  are  the  principal  games. 

Athletic  Sports  are  held  every  year  at   I'taster. 

A  CAMERA  CLUB  lias  been  formed  and  bo3's  are  encour- 
aged to  take  up  the  study  of  Photography. 

CADET  BATTALION.  Tin,  Corps  was  organized  in  Octo- 
ber, 1907,  and  was  constituted  a  battalion  in  lyii.  It  is  otilicerid 
by  the  boys  themselves,  the  O.C.  having  the  rank  of  Cadet  Major. 

There  is  a  Rugle   Hand  connected  with  the  Corps. 

All  the  Companies  are  armed  with  the  Ross  RiHe.  The  I'at- 
talion  is  instructed  by  Mr.  Harvey  and  .Mr.  Collisson.  who  hold 
commissions  in  the  88th  Victoria  I-'nsiliers,  as>istc'd  by  Mr.  I"'.  .\I. 
Willis  and  Sergeant  Soper. 

.\ll  boys  of  suitable  age  and  physitjue  are  recpiired  to  join  the 
Corps,  and  to  supply  their  own  uniform,  a  neat  and  suitable  khaki 
suit,  with  slouch  hat  and  puttees. 

MUSKETRY  INSTRUCTION.  Considerable  impor'ance  i> 
attached  to  shooting.  .\11  boys  learn  to  use  a  .22  rifle  on  (  'ir  own 
25  yards  range,  all  through  the  winter.  From  April  to  October 
the  Seniors  lire  at  the  local  range  (Joo  and  500  yards)  every  Satur- 
day, and  compete  in  important  matches  with  marked  >uccess. 
There  are   numerous   substantial    prizes. 

The  Corps  has  twice  won  the  Chami)ionship  of  Canada. 
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EXTRA  CLASSES.  Classes  for  I'.oxiiiR  can  he  arraiiKe<l  for 
(luring  tlie   Christmas  and   h'aster  terms.

ENTRANCE    AND    WITHDRAWAL 

Applications  for  entrance  must  l)e  made  on  form-,,  which  will 
be  supplied  by  the   Bursar  of  the  School. 

Hoys  over  fifteen  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  application  will 
not  be  admitted  without  satisfactory  certificates  of  good  conduct 
and  moral  character  from  their  last  school,  and  thev  must  be  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  Fourth  Form  work. 

Half  a  term's  notice  of  the  withdrawal  of  a  pupil  must  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Warden,  otherwise  a  hnlf  term's  fees  must 
be  paid. 

Xo  reduction  is  made  for  withdrawal  or  absence  of  a  pupil  for 
a  less  period  than  three  weeks.  If  the  absence  be  caused  by 
illness,  personal  or  general,  lasting  over  tliree  weeks,  half  the 
usual  fees  for  such  period  will  be  remitted,  on  production  of 
proper  medical  certificate. 

Boys  remaining  at  the  School  during  the  Christmas  or  Easter 
holidays  are  ciiarged  at  the  rate  of  $30.00  per  month.
